DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's arguments with respect to the rejection of claim 46 over the Gjessing 
patent is persuasive and, therefore, the finality of that action is withdrawn. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 



(e) the invention was described in- 

(1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed in the United States 
before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the 
treaty defined in section 351 (a) shall have the effect under this subsection of a national application 
published under section 122(b) only if the international application designating the United States was 
published under Article 21(2)(a) of such treaty in the English language; or 

(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that a patent shall not be deemed filed in the United 
States for the purposes of this subsection based on the filing of an international application filed under 
the treaty defined in section 351(a). 

3. Claim 46 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by the Baugh et 
al patent publications. 

The applied reference may have a common assignee with the instant application. 
Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome 
either by a showing under 37 CFR 1.132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in 
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the reference was derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not the 
invention "by another," or by an appropriate showing under 37 CFR 1.131. 
See Fig. 1 of either publication. 

4. Claim 46 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by the patent to 
Rudish et al (798). 

See Fig. 1 and col. 1 1 , line 35 - col. 13, line 42. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 22-27 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

6. In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain 
features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies 
(i.e., that the invention provides an adaptive broadcast system for tracking targets, that 
knowledge of radar waveform codes enables the techniques by which both transmitter 
and receiver beamforming can be controlled) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). 
Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the 
specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181 , 26 
USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

Applicant's arguments with respect to the Gjessing patent have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
